'Benton Harbor, Mich., Dec. 26.—The 
large,, fruit-growers'; and"druggista !••• 
this section have been purchasing sul-"< 
phur bylthe carjoad and It Is beta* 
distributed through the country to be- 
gin the war on San Jose, scale, "which 
has. in last years destroyed .thousands 
of .peach trees In this district. 


The following treatment was used 


with effect and the growers have.-. 
formed a cairri«ign with, this remedy 
as a weapon: 
Fresh stone time, 40 


pounds; sulphur. 20 pounds; salt. 15 
pounds: water to make sixty gallons^ 
Put the twenty pounds of time and 
twenty pounds of sulphur Into twenty 
gallons of boiling water and boll until • 
sulphur Is dissolved, when the solu- 
tion will have an amber color. This 
will take nearly two hours; then place. 
twenty pounds of stone lime In a cask ' 
and slack It with boiling water-and 
while still boiling add fifteen pounds 
of salt 
When thoroughly dissolved 


add the sulphur and the lime and boll 
one half hour longer. Strain Into'* 
spray barrel and add water to make 
sixty gallons.

machine In tho.ordinary sense of the 
word. On tho contrary. It Is a ma- 
chine, which being operated .by finger 
keys llko a typewriter, creates or 
produces type matter ready for tho 
use on tho press or sterotyplng table, 
and 1s-therefore a typo foundry with- 
In Itself. 


The machine marks a wide depart- 
ure from the" ordinary method of us- 
ing a single letter type. It produces 
nnd assembles side by sldo metal 
bars or slugs, each of the length anil 
width of a line of typo nnd having on 
the upper edge of the type characters 
to'print an entiro line. These bars, 
having the appearance of solid lines 
of type and answering tho samo pur- 
pose, are callold "linotypes." 
AVhen 


assembled sldo 4y sldo they consti- 
tute Jointly a "form" composed of 
o'rdlnary type, and adapted to be used 
In the same manner. 
After being 


used tho linotypes aro returned to 
tho melting pot to ho ro-cnst Into 
other lines, thus doing away with 
distribution.

The United States now hold second 


among ,the world's extpotfers 


of boots and shoes, and Is making 
gains at such a rapid rate 
as to 


justify the belief that It will soon 
stand at tho head of the list. A de- 
cade ago, - as already . indicated, our 
-total exports of boots and shoes were 
but three quarters of a million dol- 
lars in value while in the calendar 
year about to end they will exceed 
seven million dollars in value.

• comparison of this growth with that 
ot Gfleat Bi|Uain; -refold! has until, 
recently been the principal boot and 
shoe exporting country of the world 
seems to justify tho conclusion that 
the United States Is making a rapid 
approach toward the highest rank as 
an exporter of boots 
and 
shoes. 


From Germany, exports of .boots and 
shoes average a little less than two 
million dollars per 
annum; from 


France, about three millions; from 
Spain, about three millions; from tho 
United Kingdom, about nine millions; 
and from the United States, as nl- 


cent, greater than that of those ex 
ported from the 
United Kingdom 


The 1902 figures of exports of boot 
and shoes from tho United Kingdom 
show B,ICC,or>C pairs, valued at $9 
229.823, or 07 cents per pair; whll 
from the United States In tho bam 
year tho total number of pairs ex 
ported was 3,9CC,7CG, and the state 
value $0,182,098, an average of $1.5 
per pair. Thus tho average valu 
per pair of boots and shoes exporte 
from the United States Is-apparent 
ly more than GO pervcent. In exces 
of .that of 'boots and shoes exporte 
from the United Kingdom. Yet,, do 
spite this higher price for the Unite 
States product, the growth in exjorts 
of boots and shoes from the Unite 
States Is, ns already Indicated, muci 
more rapid than in those from th 
United Kingdom.
